Johann DeKalb was 59 years 
old when a British bullet cut 
him down on a. steaming August 
day near Camden, S.C. This was 
in the desperate days when the. 
English forces had invaded the 
Southern colonies. Savannah and 
Charleston had fallen. The only 
resistance was supplied by the 
guerrilla forces of Marion, the 
Swamp Fox, and his associates, 
Thomas Sumter, “The Game 
Cock,”’ and Andrew Pickens. 

Washington wanted to put De- 
Kalb in command of a fresh 
effort to retrieve the situation, 
but the Congress wanted its own 
political favorite. It insisted on 
Gen. Horatio Gates, an in- 
competent man with an eye 
cleverly on Congress and with 
.great ambition. On the night of 
Aug. 15, 1780, he began a march 
to surprise Cornwallis. Cornwal- . 
lis had acted on the identical 
idea and the vanguard of the 
two small armies met at 3 a.m. 
on the morning of the 16th. The 
green_militia troops from Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina broke 
‘and ran. 

Maryland's troops fought well, 
as did most of DeKalb’s forces. 
He, himself, battled to the end 
and was removed from the field 
a captive, with 11 wounds, The 
British held all South Carolina, 
save for the harassments from 
the guerrilla forces, which 
proved enough to tie down many 
of Cornwallis’ men. 

DeKalb lingered for three 
agonizing days, his many 
wounds feverish with infection. 
His pain was great and in his 
delirium he recalled his youth, 
his days in the French army, 
and talked much of liberty. 


Legend-Fact: 


There was the stubborn qual- 
ity of the Bavarian in DeKalb. 
Out of this same the legend that 
when South Carolina built a 
mnonument to him, DeKalb then 
got up out of his grave, walked 
to the monument and buried 
himself under it.

Lobbying Is Bad; 
It Has Been Worse 


Senator Everett Millican’s farewell to the 


fading General Assembly was no tender and 
sentimental bouquet cast at his old buddies.

some of his legislating fellows have it right between the eyes: 

He didn’t exactly call anybody more interested in money than 
the welfare.of ‘the state, but he did recommend that grand juries 
keep a sharp eye on the practices of some members of the Assem<-— 
bly. He named no names, but did suggest that an ecrses ot sh law 
passed more than 40 years ago be enforced. 


‘Senator Millican is a legislator 


who knows the score, and who is — 


as tolerant of legitimate lobbying 
practices as the next fellow. Things 
must have been pretty bad this 
session to cause the senator to 


state that ‘‘the day is going to 
come when this thing gets so bad, 
with lobbyists tearing around 
through the halls of the Capitol, 
that the whole thing is going to fall 
down on somebody’s head.” 

Now lobbying, like it or not, is 
an accepted part.of our process of 
government. The senator’s com- 
plaint obviously is not against the 
well-conducted. lobby which works 
outside the legislative halls and 
without the benefit of unmarked 
hundred dollar bills. What probably 
made him so wrathful, and he was 
not the only one irritated, was the 
swarm of irresponsible, or jerk- 
type lobbyists, which were particu- 
larly offensive this year. 

A couple of sessions back Speak- 
er Fred Hand kept his house well 
cleared of these characters by an 
admission by card routine: The 
custom gradually fell into disuse 
and last session anybody could 
walk by the doorkeepers and near- 
ly everybody did. Genuine, elected 
voices of the people often found 
their seats occupied by types, who 
if they wished, certainly could have 
taken part in some roll call votes 
of the house.

legislative representative, is not is 
itself a dishonorable one. The func. 
tion of these gentlemen, who should 
register with the secretary of state 
but don’t, is to explain the point of 
view of their clients who may be 


interested in the passage of certain 
laws and the blocking of others. 


Some of the most constructive 


legislation on the books has . been 
lobbied through both houses/Every 
group in the state with an-interest 
in legislation has a lobby,. and 
many of them are above board. 

Just as the average legislator is 
honest, so is the average lobbyist. 
By the law of averages, a percent- 
age of any group is almost certain 
to be dishonest. So it is with 
lobbyists and legislators. The fact 
that these under the table boys 
are the exception rather than the 
rule is a consolation. It has not 
always been so. 

Lobbying of the _ selling out to 
the highest bidder Variety once 
was so common in Georgia that 
few people were able’ to work up 
much indignation about it. It was 
more or less accepted as a neces- 
sary evil of governmént by, for and 
of the people, God help them. 

Things are better than they used 
to be.

‘Red Trade’ Letters 
Hold Election Key 


WASHINGTON—They better start analyzing 
those telegrams and letters in the MeCarthy- 
versus-the administration controversy over for- ‘ 
eign policy received recently at the White House. The aaaieell may 
contain an answer as to whether the Republicans will lose control 
of both houses of Congress in 1954 and also the presidential election 


in 1956. 

What must be ascertained basic- 
ally is how many of the writers of 
the 50,000 telegrams and letters 
voted for Stevenson in 1952 and 
now are ready to switch their alle- 
giance and how many voted for 
Eisenhower and now either will 
stay away from the polls or vote 
Democratic. 

A 50,000 sample is big enough 
as scientifie studies have. shown. 
Actually many of the Gallup polls 
are based on a sample of only 
2,000 per study. 

How many of those who wrote 
letters or telegrams dealt with 
the issue on which they were 
asked to write? Many newspaper 
dispatches failed to make the. is- 
sues clear. Secretary Dulles him- 
self garbled to a certain extent 
the Wisconsin Senator’s speech 
by attributing to him something 
he never said—'‘‘perfumed notes 
to our. Allies.’”’ 

Here is exactly how the refer- 
ence to ‘‘perfumed notes’’ arose 
in Senator McCarthy’s speech: 

“On Sept. 12, 1953, the Chinése 


Communists announced that they 


would not treat as prisoners. of 


war. American fliers who were | 


shot down during the Koreari War, 
over Manchuria. 


On Sept.”18,’ 


1953, the Army had announced 
that some 900 American young 
men known to have been prise 
oners of the Communists in Ko- 
rea were still unaccounted for. 
Unaccounted for, as of tonight, 
my friends. 

“Are we going to continue 
to send perfumed notes fol- 
lowing the style of the Truman- 
Acheson regime? Or are we go 
ing to take the only position 
that an honorable . nation can 
take—namely that every  uni- 
formed American packed the 
pride and the’power of this nae 
tion on his shoulders?’”’

Spell ‘Yawnt’ 


Miss Bessie Edwards, whose father took your grandmother’s 
picture when she wore a bustle and nine-button shoes, came into 
town and we had a fine time talking about reading and spelling. 


Miss Bessie is a spunky, old-time school teacher with a pink 
face, bright blue eyes, a mass of graying hair that still retains 
traces of its old carrot tones and a way of getting over practically 
any lesson in life with a funny or apt illustration. 

She has written a book which school systems over the country 
have signified their willingness to adopt and she came to Atlanta 
to consult publishers. 

‘Don't say it’s going to be published,” she warned me. ‘“‘Pub- 
lishers say they are interested but I may be in heaven before 
they get around to publishing it. But if you are interested in 
reading and spelling, I won't mind showing you how it can be 
learned.”’ 

And she did—wiping out with one swoop all those little thing- 
amujigs that they put in dictionaries that never were any help to 
me anyhow. Miss Bessie doesn't think it’s cricket to have a line 
over its head connote different sounds for different letters and 


she gets downright indignant over the way dictionaries mislead - 


some people. 

“What does ‘koz’ spell?”’ she demanded of me. 

I flunked. 

‘You'll find it in your dictionary,”’ she went on. ‘‘Look right 
beside ‘cause.’ That's supposed to’show you how to pronounce 
‘cause,’ but instead it makes a lot of people think that’s a way 
to spell the word.”’ 

Under the Bessie Edwards system, a new set of signs would 
be taught and if a letter wore, as she expressed, ‘‘flat shoes,” 
that letter was pronounced ‘‘K.”’ (As I recall, ‘‘C’s’’ and ‘‘Q’s”’ 
wear flat shoes fairly often.) One kind of “hat’’ carries the same 
sound no matter what letter you find it over—and so on. 

Miss Bessie’s book has been thoroughly tested on children 
of all ages, illiterates in Army camps during the war when the 
government decided not to draft men it had not educated, pris- 
oners and mentally retarded youngsters. 

She has a four-point system of teaching spelling which she 
vows is infallible and it grieves her that pretty young stenogra- 
phers lose jobs because they can’t spell and handsome young 
men disgrace themselves with bad spelling in their love letters. 

“T'll never forget a boy in an Army camp who asked me to 

spell ‘yawnt’,’’ reminisced Miss Bessie. ‘‘I said, ‘Private Pappas, 
if you'll tell me how you're using the word, maybe I can help 
you.’ 
‘‘He told me,’’ Miss Bessie said succinctly. “‘He was writing 
to his family and he planned to say: ‘Yawnt me to send you 
anything?’ He was so surprised to find out it was three words, 
do, you and want.”’ 

Miss Bessie grew up in Atlanta, attending Formwalt School 
and Girls’ High when it was situated on the city hall site. Her 
father was W. M. Edwards who had the town’s most fashionable 
photographic studio from 1885 to 1912, a period when spelling was 
a strong point with all educated people. She hopes that day will 
return—and with her help, it might.
